1. CHINA 

WP REPORTS WASHINGTON ARRIVAL THURSDAY NIGHT OF HIGHEST- 
RANKING PRC SCIENTIFIC DELEGATION TO VISIT US, FOR 
MONTH OF DISCUSSIONS. NOTES SPECIAL SIGNIFICANCE 
ATTACHED TO THIS LONG-SCHEDULED VISIT, SINCE PRECEDES 
PREPARATIONS FOR PLANNED FORD TRIP TO PRC, WITH HAK 
GOING PEKING IN MID-OCT TO SET STAGE. SECRETARY SEEING 
DELEGATION SATURDAY MORNING; 14-MAN GROUP LED BY CHOU 
PEI- YU AN, ALSO INCLUDES THREE OTHER US-TRAINED SCIENTISTS; 
WILL TRAVEL ACROSS COUNTRY GIVING LECTURES, DISCUSSING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RESEARCH PROJECTS WITH US COUNTERPARTS. US OFFICIALS 
HOPE DISCUSS WITH THEM EXPANSION SINO-US SCIENTIFIC 
EXCHANGES. VISIT SPONSORED BY COMMITTEE ON SCHOLARLY 
COMMUNICATION WITH PRC, WHICH REPRESENTS NATIONAL 
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ACADEMY OF SCIENCES, AMERICAN COUNCIL OF LEARNED 
SOCIETIES, AND SOCIAL SCIENCE RESEARCH COUNCIL. 

WSTAR'S CRISTINE RUSSELL (9/25) QUOTES NAS PRES HANDLER 
THAT THREE PRIOR YEARS OF SINO-US EXCHANGES HAVE BREN 
"KIND OF SCIENTIFIC TOURISM"; BUT WITH ARRIVAL NEW PRC 

SCIENTIFIC DELEGATION, HOPE IS PROGRAM CAN EVOLVE INTO 
MORE SUBSTANTIVE INTERCHANGES-EVEN TO JOINT RESEARCH 
PROJECTS, ACCORDING MIT'S DR. PRESS.

REUTER'S GRIFFITHS, INPEKING, SEES BLACK AFRICA SCENE

OF ALL, TOGETHER WITH SUCCESSION QUESTION.
